W ASH ING TO N <U.R> - Intensive 
medical research on the aging proc- * 
ess has been jnder way only a few 
years. 
But it has already yielded 
one important discovery: 
Old people who keep active, in 
spite of their infirmities, enjoy 
much better health than those who 
give up the struggle and “ take life 
easy,” 
Well meaning relatives often as­ 
sume that an ailing oldster should 
be put to bed and spared exertion 
and responsibility. 
But 
medical 
studies show this about the worst 
possible thing. 
Unduly prolonged 
bed 
rest 
saps 
an 
old 
person’s 
strength, leads to loss of mobility 
and even to loss of kidney and 
bowel control 
In time he becomes 
a helpless invalid — simply from 
staying in bed. 
Inactivity is as catastrophic for 
the mental health of the aged as 
it is for their physical health. 
Dr. Robert ll Felix, director of 
the National 
Institute of Mental 
Health, sass people who “ retain 
a place in lite, who have interests, 
activities 
and 
responsibilities,” 
tend to show relatively few signs 
of senility as they grow old. 
But those “ who step aside or are 
pii'hod aside, who lose their place 
in affairs ” tend to become senile 
quickly. 
Keeping active is a simple enough 
prescription 
for the 
old 
person 
whose disability is heart trouble 
high blood pressure or a touch of 
arthritis. 
But what about the aged 
patient who has been paralyzed by 
a stroke, or w ho has broken a hip 


the Home for Aged and Infirm 
Hebrews in New York, have dem­ 
onstrated in the past few yeara 
that “ active therapy" can greatly 
reduce the helplessness of such 
patients. 


Even those who are badly crip­ 
pled can he rehabilitated at least 
to the point where they can get 
around in wheelchairs, dress, bathe 
and feed themselves. 
Each action 
which they are enabled to perform 
without help — however trivial it 
may seem —- gives an enormoui 
lift to their morale. 


When an old person requires a 
great deal of care, isn’t he better 
off in a nursing home” 


This question inevitably arises in 
family discussions when an elderly 
relative becomes feeble. 


The nursing home is a relatively 
new phenomenon in American life. 
Within the past decade, their num­ 
ber has grown from virtually none 
to more than 25,000 
They havt 
a total capacity of 450.000 bed?. 
Most are filled and have long wait­ 
ing lists. 
New ones are springing 
up daily. 


Perhaps the greatest shortcom­ 
ing of the average nursing home, 
according to Surgeon General Le­ 
roy H Burney, is that it ii geared 
to invalidism rather than rehabili­ 
tation. 


“ The conscientious nursing home 
stafl often waits on patients hand 
and foot, anticipates every need, 
and discourages even attempt by 
their patients at self care,” Burney 
said
